A THREE-year-old girl was left with a black 
eye and brusing to her face after falling on 
damaged pavement in Harlow. 

Jade Holman, 31, of Pittman’s Field, was 
walking from her home to Pizza Hut with 
daughter Dani and son Kayne to celebrate 
his 14th birthday when the accident hap¬ 
pened in The Hides close to Hugh’s Tower . 

Jade lost her footing when she stepped into 
the pothole while holding her daughter’s 
hand. Unable to stop herself, Dani fell and 
hit her face on the ground. 

“I went over holding her hand and she had 
her other hand in her pocket,” said Jade. “She 
just fell straight to the ground. She couldn’t 
stop crying and her face was all grazed and 
red.” 

She added: “She was traumatised. She’s 




scared of falling over again.” 

Dani, who also has a six-year-old brother 
called Tyler, has been unable to play with her

siblings for fear of knocking her bruised 
face. She also missed a day of nursery while 
the swelling went down. 


Jade and husband Shaun, 34, reported the 
problem to Harlow Council before being told 
it was Essex County Council’s responsiblity. 
Jade is yet to hear from County Hall and the 
hole has not been filled. 

She said: “I feel like everyone is passing the 
buck. No-one wants to deal with it, and this 
is the safety of a child.” 

She added: “You just don’t expect this on 
the pavement. If I’d have been walking in the 
road I would have been looking out for them, 
but you don’t expect to fall down a pothole 
on the pavement. You expect the pavement 
to be safe.” 

Just a few metres away from the pothole, a 
drain cover is missing. Harlow Council con¬ 
firmed they had received a report of another 
child being injured on this hazard. 

Essex County Council was approached for 
a comment but had not responded by the 
time the Star went to press yesterday.

A RETIRED Elarlow school 
teacher has been found 
guilty of sexually assaulting 
a teenage girl he was 
privately tutoring. 

A jury at Chelmsford Crown 
Court took five hours to 
convict Paul Wilson, 67, who 
was accused of touching the 
girl’s breasts and knickers 
during a massage he gave to 
her over her clothes. 

Wilson, of St Leonard’s 
Road, Nazeing, was cleared 
of a second charge of sexual 
assault by fondling the girl’s 
knee during a car journey 
and a third charge of sexual 
activity which involved 
tapping her bottom with a 
slipper as a punishment 
when she made mistakes. 

He had denied all three 
offences which were alleged 
to have happened between 
April 2011 and October 2012 
when the girl was aged 14-16. 

Wilson, who retired from 
his post as head of maths 
department at Stewards 
School in Harlow in 2004, 
denied that he had touched 
the girl as she had claimed. 

He said she had 
exaggerated and lied and 
said it was “a complete 
mystery” why she had 
fabricated the allegations. 

He explained that he used 
the slipper occasionally as a 
“motivational tool” after the 
girl’s mother had given her 
consent. 

He also said the stress- 
relieving massage was 
agreed beforehand. He 
admitted he might have 
“brushed against the very 
top of her bra” and that his 
little finger might have gone 
inside her the waaistband of 
her jeans. 

However, he denied he had 
any sexual interest in the girl 
or that his actions were 
sexually motivated. 

Wilson spent 20 years 
teaching at Stewards School. 
He also taught at the former 
Netteswell School in Harlow. 

Sentencing was adjourned 
until next month. 


TWO Harlow-based coach opera¬ 
tors have had their licences revoked 
and two others have been fined 
after the services they provided 
failed to meet required standards. 

The deputy traffic commissioner 
for the East of England announced 
this week the licence of Roadrun- 
ner Coaches Ltd, of Greenway 
Business Centre, had been revoked 
and the company fined £2,500. 

Roadrunner Buses Ltd, of 
Greenway Business Centre, had its 
licence restricted for five days and 
was fined £3,750, while Olympus 
Bus and Coach Ltd, of Greenway 
Business Centre, was fined £4,200. 

In addition, a licence held by SM 
Coaches Ltd, of the Burnt Mill 
Industrial Estate off Elizabeth Way, 
was revoked. Both the company and 
its former director, Philip Knight, 
were disqualified for three years 
after it was found the company had 
breached a previous order issued in 
2011. 

The penalties were imposed fol¬ 
lowing a public inquiry held in 
Cambridge in December during 
which the deputy commissioner, 
Miles Dorrington, heard evidence 
from the Driver and Vehicle 
Standards Agency and Transport for 
London in relation to bus services

run by all four operators. 

The inquiry examined whether 
management controls within each 
company were sufficient to ensure 
they complied with the require¬ 
ments of an operator licence. 

In his report, Mr Dorrington said a 
DVSA traffic examiner monitored 
the 741 service run by Olympus Bus 
and Coach Ltd and reported that six 
vehicles were late and one failed to 
run. He said the company had not 
given a reasonable excuse for the 
failures. 

Three services operated by 
Roadrunners Buses were monitored 
by two traffic examiners over a two- 
day period. Of 33 scheduled jour¬ 
neys, 14 failed to run, eight arrived 
early and six were late. 

A monitoring exercise on 21 sched¬ 
uled services on the 255 route oper¬ 
ated by Roadrunner Coaches Ltd 
revealed that three failed to turn up, 
four were early and six were late. 
Additional checks showed all six of 
the observed services were late. 

However, Mr Dorrington reserv-ed 
his harshest criticism for SM 
Coaches. 

“The case of SM Coaches is a bad 


one,” he said. “I had allowed, by the 
very narrowest of margins, for this 
operator to keep its good repute and 
its operator’s licence after the pub¬ 
lic inquiry in 2011. 

“Operator licensing relies on trust. 
I had given my trust to this operator 
and to Mr Knight after the last pub¬ 
lic inquiry but in doing so it was 
immediately totally undermined. 

“Doing that strikes at the heart of 
operator licences and at the very 
jurisdiction of the traffic commis¬ 
sioners who regulate the industry.” 

Mr Dorrington said the decision 
to revoke the company’s licence 
will take effect from May 15. 

He also said the reputation of 
Olympus Bus and Coach transport 
manager Carmelo Marino and 
Roadrunner Buses transport man¬ 
ager Stephen Stapleton had been 
tarnished. 

The Star attempted to contact all 
four companies for comment but 
received no responses by the time 
we went to press. 

A spokesperson for Essex County 
Council said: “We are aware of the 
public inquiry and the issues 
raised. These companies do not 
provide any services on behalf of 
the council.”

New homes will destroy 
our established rural idyll 

SIR, Brickwell Cottages is a row of 16 
small semi-detached houses to the north 
side of West Road in Sawbridgeworth. 

Built in the 1930s for farm labourers, 
they have an established heritage and all 
tenants or owners to date who have 
modified or extended have done so with 
the greatest sympathy in maintaining the 
architectural simplicity of the properties. 

They are accessed at the front via a 
footpath and residents are forced to park 
on the north side of West Road as there is 
no designated parking provided for them.

The entrance of this new development 
will start at the boundary of West Road 
opposite the play area where residents 
are forced to park, and where parents 
have to park to allow their children to 
play. 

The developer wants to cram in 100 
three storey monstrosities similar to 
those erected at Scholars’ Walk near 
Leventhorpe School. These buildings will 
not in any way reflect the character of the 
area and will wreck the quiet atmosphere 
of the whole neighbourhood.

will be compromised and our properties 
will be devalued. 

The additional traffic will effect the 
whole of West Road which is currently 
used as a rat run to and from High Wych 
in order to escape the congestion of the 
main Cambridge Road running through 
Sawbridgeworth. 

In addition to their plans to build 100 
homes behind Brickwell Cottages, the 
developer also want to build 300 
dwellings behind Small Gains Cottages, a 
lovely row of old terraced and semi 
detached houses to the south side of West 
Road. At a conservative estimate this 
would mean 500 more people and 600 
more vehicles using West Road. 

The residents of West Road know that 
this neighbourhood has not the capacity 
for the additional pedestrian and motor 
traffic congestion. We are already 
witness to the clusters of vehicles fighting 
their way along the route in both 
directions where the road is not wide 
enough and where residents’ parked cars 
force the through traffic into a single file 
contra flow system. 

Do not think that our children will be 
living in any of these new dwellings as 
the prices of these houses will be 
astronomical in order to satisfy the 
returns that are demanded by the 
developer. Few jobs will be generated for 
the people of Sawbridgeworth from these 
building projects because these contracts 
are awarded to large contractors usually 
from the north of England. 

We cannot express our outrage enough 
about this preposperous development 
plan and we object vehemently to those 
who intend to destroy our established 
rural idyll.

One in 10 crimes is 
domestic violence 


WEST Essex has one of the highest 
rates of domestic violence in the 
country with 10 per cent of all crime 
in Harlow categorised as domestic 
abuse, shocking new figures show. 

The alarming statistics were 
revealed by Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
during a debate in Parliament to mark 
Domestic Violence Awareness Week. 

Mr Halfon said: “I am incredibly 
proud of my town. I love living there 
and am very proud to be its MP, but 
we cannot sweep the problems we 
have under the carpet and so it is 
important to set out some of the prob¬ 
lems that we face.” 

In June 2012, pregnant Eystna 
Blunnie was killed by her ex-fiance 
and just one month later, in July, 
mum-of-four Claire Parrish was mur¬ 
dered by her partner just hours after 
she told him that she wanted to end 
their relationship because of his 
domestic abuse. 

Since the tragedies Essex Police and 
Essex County Council have taken 
steps forward in how they handle 
reports of domestic abuse including 
setting up a domestic abuse strategic 
board.

Mr Halfon said: “I am hopeful that 
that will prevent victims from being 
sucked into a cycle of abuse that is 
difficult to break. I also recognise that 
the east of England has the best con¬ 
viction rate in the country for cases of 
domestic violence, with Essex having 
the second highest conviction rate of 
all the criminal justice areas in 2011- 
12.” 

During his speech Mr Halfon 
pledged his support for The Domestic 
Violence Disclosure Scheme - known 
as Clare’s Law - which aims to pro¬ 
vide information that could protect 
someone from being a victim of 
attack. 

The scheme allows the police to dis¬ 
close information on request about a 
partner’s previous history of domestic 
violence or violent acts. 

He said: “If we are to avoid tragedies 
such as those that happened in 
Harlow and prevent such things from 
happening again anywhere, we must 
not only learn lessons but act on 


them. 

“As I have said, that means provid¬ 
ing education in schools, investing in 
and focusing on areas of high depri¬ 
vation and significant domestic 
abuse, fully implementing Clare’s law, 
ensuring proper information sharing 
among services and safeguarding 
vulnerable people.” 

New powers to protect victims in the 
immediate aftermath of an incident 
of domestic violence have been intro¬ 
duced alongside Clare’s Law. 

Magistrates can grant Domestic 
Violence Protection Orders (DVPOs) 
preventing perpetrators from con¬ 
tacting victims for up to 28 days. 

Lib Dem MP Norman Baker, minis¬ 
ter for the Home Office, said: 
“Domestic violence is unquestionably 
a terrible crime, and I give my abso¬ 
lute assurance that the Government 
is committed to tackling it robustly” 

He added: “I congratulate my hon. 
friend on some excellent examples of 
local services for victims of domestic 
abuse in west Essex, including the 
charity Safer Places, which offers 
accommodation and support to vic¬ 
tims of abuse.”

Ms Ahmed said: “It is a 
topic that is always in the 
newspapers and I first came 
to write the story when I 
came across some women 
who had been through a 
forced marriage. 

“I was inspired by their 
stories and that they were 
fighting for more protection 
so that official bodies like 
the police force and the 


government would be able 
to do more to protect them. 

“I wanted it to be a story 
about hope; it is all about 
how she finds the courage 
to escape what has been 
decided for her.” 

Simon Ginger, reading 
manager at Stewards 
Academy, said: “In the 
student sessions, pupils 


re-enacted the wedding 
engagment scene from the 
book by dressing in 
authentic Mulism wedding 
attire and dancing in the 
best Bollywood tradition.

Woman who collided 
with concrete bollard 
seeks £200k payout 


A HARLOW woman who suffered a seri¬ 
ous leg injury when she walked into a 
concrete bollard has launched a legal 
battle to win compensation from Essex 
Coun-ty Council. 

Kirstie Hawes, 35, was left stricken 
when she collided with a post at the 
mouth of a pedestrian underpass in 
Southern Way, Harlow, while walking 
home from the pub in August, 2008. 

Miss Hawes, who now walks with a 
crutch, claims the area was badly lit and 
poorly constructed. As a result she is 
seeking more than £200,000 damages. 

After reaching a financial agreement 
with Harlow Council - which made no 
admission of liability - she is now pursu¬ 
ing her case against the county council 
in the High Court. 

Her barrister, Christopher Walker, told 
judge Robert Francis that the county 
council was either negligent or breached 
its duty of care by failing to ensure that 
the pathway was safe. 

“My primary argument is that the 
lighting was inadequate,” said Mr 
Walker. “The bollard could not be seen 
and was dangerous, it is as simple as 
that.” 

The court was told Miss Hawes was

walking home from the pub with two 
companions when she slammed into the 
78cm-high concrete bollard at about 
midnight. 

Miss Hawes said there was very little 
light on the footway as she walked 
towards the underpass. She said she col¬ 
lapsed in a “great deal of pain” after hit¬ 
ting her left leg on the post. 

Miss Hawes said she had only drunk 
two half pints of lager while at the pub, 
adding: “I managed to see the road and 
other dangers. I just did not see the bol¬ 
lard.” 

She said police officers and paramed¬ 
ics who came to her aid had to use 
torches to illuminate the area beside the 
underpass while she recveived treat¬ 
ment. 

Mr Walker, said there was an obvious 
matter of dispute between Miss Hawes 
and the council as to how many of the 
tunnel’s lights were working, but he 
insisted that either way the pathway was 
too dim for pedestrians to use safely. 

He argued that the county council had 


failed to meet its statutory duty to main¬ 
tain the pathway as a public highway 
and insisted that it negligently failed to 
ensure it was safe for pedestrians. 

However, James Weston representing 
the county council, argued that Miss 
Hawes was “distracted” in the moments 
before the accident. He said she had 
turned to speak to one of her compan¬ 
ions and did not slow her pace on appro¬ 
aching the underpass. 

He argued that she was either wholly 
or partially responsible for her own mis¬ 
fortune and said there was insufficient 
evidence to infer that the county council 
actively took part in the construction of 
the underpass back in the 1970s, even 
though documents showed it had agreed 
to pay 15 per cent of the cost. 

Mr Weston argued that the “cold foren¬ 
sic trail” made it impossible to tell if the 
county council was responsible for the 
bollard being put in place and therefore 
it had no duty to make sure it was safe. 

He also said it was entirely possible 
that Harlow Council may have built the 
tunnel and was responsible for its main¬ 
tenance. 

The judge reserved his decision until 
an unspecified date.

A RESPITE care centre in Harlow 
which provides short breaks for 
disabled children and young 
people will remain open ... at 
least until any alternative ser¬ 
vice is in place. 

Following a six-week consulta¬ 
tion on proposals to develop and 
improve the provision of over¬ 
night short breaks for disabled 
young people in the county, 
Essex County Council has con¬ 
firmed that both The Maples in 
Hodings Road and Lavender 
House in Colchester will remain 
open unless and until alternative 
provision that meets the needs of 
children currently using the ser¬ 
vices are in place. 

The proposals looked at how 
the overnight service could be 
developed and improved by 
making the range of options to 
families more local. 

More than 450 consultation 
responses were received, as well 
as two online petitions. 

County Hall has said it will take 
into consideration all responses 
to the consultation as it begins a 
programme to develop more 
local overnight short break pro¬ 
vision including having a focus 
on recruiting specialist foster 
carers for disabled children and 
encouraging providers of small 
residential units into the county. 

The work is expected to take at 
least a year to complete. 

Parent Dee McCullough, 32, of 
Woodcraft, takes her daughter to 
The Maples. She said: “I nor any 
of the parents had any contact 
from Essex County Council about 
this, which is ridiculous but after 
reading the Star’s story online 


there is nothing new in this 
announcement. It is a whitewash 
really. 

“Every single person I have spo¬ 
ken to about this has said we will 
fight it to the end.” 

County councillor Dick Madd¬ 
en, cabinet member for families 
and children, said: “What we 
want to provide is a menu of 
options for families to choose 
from, options that are right for 
them and their child.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
has backed supporters of The 
Maples, started a petition to help 
secure the future of the centre 
earlier this year. 

He said: “I have done a huge 
campaign on The Maples, but 
actually the real heroes are the 
parents who have mounted an 
incredible campaign. They have 
done it in a really sensible and 
rational way and presented 
county council with a logical 
case. 

“County council have woken up 
and I am proud to be associated 
with the parents of The Maples. 

“I am very glad and very happy 
that councillor Madden has 
agreed to look into this properly.”

MR sparks row 
with UKIP over 
‘Nazi’ comment

THE UK Independence Party 
will be holding a “day of 
action” in Harlow later this 
month in response to com¬ 
ments made by the town’s 
Conservative MP Robert 
Halfon in which he compared 
the views of some members 
as “akin to the Nazis”. 

In an interview with The 
House magazine, Mr Halfon 
said UKIP had done the 
Conservatives an enormous 
favour by “cleansing” the 
Tories of members with views 
it finds distasteful. 

Mr Halfon said some in 
UKIP had “abhorrent and 
frightening” opinions, citing 
as an example one Euro MP 
who called for Muslims to sign 
a declaration of non-violence 
which he said was “akin to the 
Nazis saying Jews should wear 
a yellow star”. 

Mr Halfon added: “To me 
there are two kinds of UKIP - 
the Godfrey Bloom guy who’s 
like a cross between Sid James 
and Bernard Manning, and 
then there’s a much more sin¬ 
ister element, like the MEP 
who said every Muslim has 
got to sign a declaration of 
non-violence. 

“I genuinely find it abhor¬ 
rent and frightening. I’m 
amazed that man is still an 
MEP; how can someone say 
such a thing and then not 
apologise for it? 

“In many ways UKIP have 
done us an enormous favour 
because they’re cleansing 
people from the Tory party

that had these kinds of views, 
which is great because I don’t 
want people who have those 
kinds of views in my party.” 

Later Mr Halfon told the 
Star: “I am not some kind of 
soft lily-livered person on the 
issue of Europe and immigra¬ 
tion but I want to live in a 
country where we are kind 
and tolerant. 

“We are always going to get 
regenade councillors and MPs 
in every party, including my 
own, but when a leader of a 
political party says he was on a 
train and felt uncomfortable 
and awkward at hearing for¬ 
eign voices then it’s worrying.” 

He added: “Harlow is chang¬ 
ing, it is not a racist place and 
we have a very diverse com¬ 
munity here. So though I may 
get it in the neck, we have to 
stand up for things that we 
believe in. 

“We have to be tough on 
people that abuse the system. 
People should not get benefits 
and health until they contrib¬ 
ute to the system but we have 
got to be kind and tolerant of

others. We can not allow 
things like this to happen. 

“As the saying goes, all that 
is necessary for the triumph of 
evil is that good men do noth¬ 
ing.” 

UKIP leader Nigel Farage 
dismissed Mr Halfon’s com¬ 
ments as “hysterical slurs” 
and said the party would be 
holding a day of action in 
Harlow. 

“Let the voters of Harlow 
hear what we have got to say,” 
he said. “I know that many of 
them are already flocking to 
our side. 

“As we approach the next 
general election we will also 
consider whether to add 
Harlow to our target seat list 
given the positive response of 
people in the town to our mes¬ 
sage.” 

A UKIP spokesman said the 
day of action would take place 
on Saturday, March 29, add¬ 
ing: “We will be trying to get 
out there into the community 
and share as much literature 
as we can with Harlow resi¬ 
dents.”

Understanding the new 
rules for benefit appeals 


MOST decisions made by the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions, HMRC (tax credits, child 
benefit and guardians alowance) 
and local authority housing 
benefit departments carry appeal 
rights. 

New appeal rules and 
procedures were introduced on 
October 28, 2013 and relate to all 
benefits administered by the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions. 

The rules do not apply to 
housing benefit but it is 
understood that they will apply to 
HMRC benefits from April 2014. 

The new rules may be confusing 
for many claimants. It is best to 
get specialist advice from an 
agency such as Harlow Advice 
Centre wherever possible. 

The new rules make it necessary 
to request a reconsideration of a 
decision before lodging an appeal. 
Only when a new, reconsidered 
decision is issued is it possible to 
lodge an appeal. 

Requests for a reconsideration 
should be made within one month 
of the date of the original decision 
and should state why you think 
the decision is wrong and include 
evidence if you have it. 

A decision maker may contact 
you to discuss the disputed 
decision and to ask for further 


evidence if necessary. 

A new, reconsidered decision 
will be issued and, if you are still 
unhappy, you can lodge an 
appeal. Reconsideration requests 
are made directly to the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions. There is no prescribed 
form or a need to make the 
request in writing but it is 
advisable to do so. 

Appeals are lodged directly with 
HM Courts and Tribunal Service. 
HM Court Service has produced 
form SSCSI-How to appeal 
against a decision made by the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions. Completed forms 
should be sent to HMCTS SSCS 
Appeals Centre, P0 Box 1203, 
Bradford, BD1 9WP. 

Again, you should state why you 
disagree with the decision and 
include further evidence if you 
have it. You also need to include a 
copy of the reconsidered 
decision. 

One impact of the change is that 
Employment Support Allowance, 
where ESA would normally be 
payable during the appeal 
process, will not now be payable 
during the reconsideration stage. 
Instead, people will need to claim 
Job Seekers Allowance or in some 
cases other benefits until they can 
lodge an appeal.

MEMBERS of 
a wildlife 
group in 
Australia are 
calling for knitters to 
help little penguins in 
rehabilitation get better 
by making woollen 
jumpers for them. 

The Penguin Foundation 
said the jumpers are for 
penguins caught in oil 
spills because they help to 
keep them warm and 
prevent them from trying to 
clean off the harmful oil 
with their beaks. 

Avid knitter Lyn Blom is a 
receptionist at the Phillip 
Island Nature Parks in the 
Australian state of Victoria 
where The Penguin Foundation 
is based and where there is a 
colony of almost 500 penguins. 

Speaking to television news 
reporters, she said: “If somebody 


spills oil in the sea a little penguin 
swimming along pops up to the 
surface and finds out he’s come 
up in a circle of yukky stuff. 
The first thing he wants to 
do is get to shore 
because he loses all of 
his waterproofness.” 
She said penguins 
become very cold 
and waterlogged 
when sea water 
seeps towards 
their skin. 

As well as 
preventing 
preguins from 
trying to clean 
off the oil, the 
jumpers keep 
them warm 
until they 
can be 
released 
back into 
the wild.

Swimming stars open pool’s aquatubes

lL/TANY Harlow residents 
IVAwill remember spending 
time with family or friends at 
the swimming pool in First 
Avenue. 

Homes now stand on the 
site of the pool. And it was 28 
years ago this month that the 
pool’s distinctive aquatubes 
were officially opened by 
swimmingsuperstars 
Sharron Davies and David 
Wilkie. 

The news made local 
and national 
headlines. 

Both Sharron, an 
Olympic silver 
medallist and a 
double 

Commonwealth 
Games gold 
champion, and 
David, who was 
Olympic and 
Commonwealth 
Games champion in 
the 1970s, signed 
autographs and posed for 
pictures with fans after 
riding the tubes and hosting 
a swimming demonstration 
in the main pool. 

The photograph shows the 
swimming stars with some of 
their fans at the opening of 
the aquatubes. 

When the tubes were first 
opened by Harlow Council, 



the authority 
claimed they 
were ‘the 
fastest, most 
exciting ride in 
Europe - with 
speeds up to 
25mph’ according 
to the council’s 
paper Harlow News, 
copies of which were bought 
in by regular Nostalgia 
contributor Ron Bill. 

The second photograph, 
inset, shows lollipop lady 
Lynn Dennis, who in July 
1986 was the 50,000th person 
to ride the aquatubes. 

The Nazeing resident visited 


the swimming pool with sons 
James, Richard, David and 
Barry as well as friend Liz 
Goodwin and was the lucky 
swimmer to buy ticket 
number 50,000. 

The aquatubes were the first 
built by a local authority and 
were expected to attract 
around 160,000 users in the 
first year. 

However, the attraction 
exceeded all expectations 
when figures released in April 
1986 - a month after the tubes 
were opened - showed that 
the facility had already 
managed to attract 20,000 
visitors.

IF the recent rain means your luscious, 
closely-cropped carpet of green is now 
nothing but a soggy bog, you might be 
feeling a bit downhearted. 

But don't despair, say the experts, 
there is still hope for your languishing 
lawn. 

Guy Jenkins, Johnsons lawn seed 
expert, firstly advises to just give it 
time. 

"Don't rush to work on your lawn 
as soon as the water has subsided," 
he says. "Treading on wet, saturated 
soil will easily result in compaction, 
reducing your lawn's aeration and 
drainage even further. Only sow seed 
after the ground has become workable 
again." 

Sometimes though, the only real 
option is to start again; if your lawn 
suffers from consistent waterlogging, or 
is covered in moss or has bare, muddy 
patches. Jenkins says sorting out a 
proper drainage system and sowing 
trusted grass seed will save you time 
and money later. On a poorly drained 
site where water lies on the surface at 
times, land drains are the only solution. 
If in doubt, seek professional advice. 

When water simply won't drain away, 
the RHS advises that you may have to 
replace the lawn with a new one, using 
turf laid on a 5cm (2in) bed of sharp 
sand, overlaid with topsoil improved 
by generous manuring and thorough 
cultivation. 


Taking

Smaller lawns on heavy clay soil can 
frequently be drained by raising them 
slightly above the adjoining ground 
level. A gravel edging to the lawn will 
carry away excess moisture. 

When a lawn lies wet for any length 
of time, damp conditions encourage 
algae, lichens and liverworts. This 
includes bubble-like Nostoc algae 
and dog lichen. They both flourish in 
badly-drained lawns but can develop 
wherever the aeration is poor and may 
even appear on well-drained turf if the 
surface has become compacted and is 
inclined to remain damp after rain. 

Algae also thrives in shaded 
conditions and where soil fertility is 
poor, so it's frequently found on turf 
beneath trees. Moss is a common 
sight where conditions are damp, but 
particularly if there is shade and an acid 
soil. 

Pricking or slitting the surface can 
improve a waterlogged lawn, the RHS 
adds. Try making 2-3cm (lin) slits 
or holes, although deeper spiking is 


better, especially with a tool designed 
to leave holes 10-15cm (4-6in) deep. 
These holes can be filled with a free- 
draining material, such as proprietary 
lawn top dressings or horticultural sand, 
which will allow the water to flow from 
the surface to deeper, less compacted 
layers. 

Hand spiking tools are available but 
an ordinary garden fork can be used 
too. Alternatively, for larger lawns, 


use powered tools. Try a hollow tiner, 
which has hollow spikes and removes 
plugs of soil that are then swept up 
and removed. Pricking and slitting are 
best carried out once the excess water 
has drained away, especially where 
machinery is to be used. In small areas 
where standing water persists, sweep 
it off the lawn and into the beds before 
spiking with a hand spiking tool or 
garden fork.

Once you've cleared the latest mess, 
it is also important to consider the root 
of the problem and hopefully prevent it 
happening again. For example, do you 
live in an urban area, at the bottom of a 
valley or flood plain, or on top of heavy 
clay? 

"All of these factors can affect how 
your lawn copes with excess rainfall," 
says Jenkins. "In urban areas, water 
flows over pavements and patios, with 
the extra surface run-off resulting in 
flooding. 

"Simply by keeping a well-maintained 
lawn, providing somewhere for water 
to drain away, we can all do our bit to 
prevent flood damage." 

If you plan to sow a new lawn this 
spring, raking soil over to form a fairly 
fine tilth should ensure optimum 
germination rates, but only do it when 
the soil is dry enough to work. 

Heavy rain washes nutrients out of 
the soil, so to help encourage new 
grass, apply a lawn fertiliser or buy 
grass seed which includes fertiliser 
or dressing, so that it can grow more 
extensive root systems better able to 
withstand drought and flooding.

HARLOW Town boss Danny Chapman fears 
the Ryman division one north title race could 
be over - but has vowed his Hawks will not 
give up until the very last kick.

Osagie’s boom time: 
World Indoor bronze

ANDREW Osagie can set 
his sights on a medal at 
the Commonwealth 
Games in Scotland - after 
securing back-to-back 
bronze medals in the 
800m at the IAAF World 
Indoor Championships in 
Sopot, Poland. 

The Harlow runner - 
who took bronze in the 
previous World Indoor 
Championships in Turkey 
in 2012 - was promoted 
from fourth to third ahead 
of Poland’s Marcin 
Lewandowski, who was 
disqualified for stepping 
into the infield. 

The Harlow Athletic 
Club member and former 
Burnt Mill School student 
thought he had missed 
out on third place after 
being unable to overtake 
Lewandowski in the race 
to the finish line. 

Osagie (26), who will 
now focus on the outdoor 
season with the prestig¬ 
ious Diamond League 
starting on June 5, was at 
the back of the strong field 
for most of the race, and 
made a superb late surge 
to finish in 1 minute 47.10, 
but was denied on the line 
by Lewandowski, who 
clocked 1:47.09 much to 
the delight of the home 
fans. 

But speaking immedi¬ 
ately after the race eagle- 
eyed Osagie thought he 
had seen Lewandowski 
step off the track. 

“I did notice one Polish 
athlete put his foot on the 
inside track. I got done at 
the trials for doing exactly 
the same thing,” he said. 

The GB team immedi¬ 
ately lodged a protest and 
following a review the 
Harlow athlete was proved 


spot on and awarded the 
bronze. 

Favourite Mohammed 
Aman took gold in 1:46.76, 
with Poland’s Adam 
Kszczot taking silver in 
1:46.76. 

Osagie said: “There was 
a lot of battling for the 
front in the first lap and I 
tried to stay out of it and 
pick my time to move and 
unfortunately got stuck. 

“I was in fifth place with 
less than 100m to go and I 
saw him step off the track 
and athlete’s instinct was 
that’s not allowed. 

“Tactically I didn’t run 
that well in the final and 
apart from the medal, I 
haven’t got a lot of posi¬ 


tives to take away from 
the final. 

“It’s very bittersweet 
because I get on with 
Marcin [Lewandowski] 
very well on and off the 
track so it’s going to be a 
bit awkward from now. 

“I’m very happy to add to 
the medal tally for GB & 
NI though.” 

He also tweeted: “Bad 
race, very sorry for 
Marcin. Now definitely in 
the top 3 most hated men 
in Poland..!” 

UK Athletics perfor¬ 
mance direct Neil Black 
said of the review into 
Osagie’s race: “It’s a sim¬ 
ple process - you look at 
TV and video footage and 


then think about whether 
to lodge an appeal. The 
rules are the rules and 
that’s all we did.” 

Osagie was initially not 
too disappointed at miss¬ 
ing out on a medal. “I try 
and take something away 
from every champion¬ 
ships I go to,” he said. 
“Today wasn’t one of my 
best runs, but it wasn’t 
disastrous. I take heart 
from getting into another 
final. I keep doing it con¬ 
sistently so hopefully I 
can focus on winning 
medals.” 

Osagie looked in great 
shape as he qualified as 
one of three fastest losers, 
clocking 1:45.88 to finish 


second in his heat behind 
home favourite Kszczot. 

Sunday’s keenly antici¬ 
pated final featured a star- 
studded field, including 
defending champion 
Aman and 2011 silver 
medallist Lewandowski. 

Speaking after the quali¬ 
fiers Osagie said: “Tough 
is the first word I can 
think of. I knew it was 
going to be a decent pace 
or it needed to be and I 
had prepared for that. 

“I felt quite strong at the 
end and quite good. I 
knew I was in the time 
with about 100m to go and 
I knew if I finished strong 
I would be within the 
time.”
